OUR CONTRIBUTORS 

M. Gautier is professor of geography in the University of Algiers. He is an author- 
ity on the geology and geography of northern Africa. His numerous writings 
on this region include the important volume "Le Sahara algerien" (1908). He 
has also written "Madagascar, Essai de la geographic physique" (1902). 

Dr. Jones is assistant professor of geography in the University of Chicago. He 
acted as economic geographer on the Hydrological Commission (Argentine 
Ministry of Public Works) that under the direction of Professor Bailey 
Willis carried out surveys in northern Patagonia, 1911-1913. In 1916 under 
the auspices of the University of Chicago Dr. Jones was engaged in geographi- 
cal investigation in China and Japan. These eastern studies he has now re- 
sumed, his present expedition taking him to India. 

M. Blanchard is professor of geography in the University of Grenoble, France and 
head of the Institute of Alpine Geography which is engaged in detailed re- 
gional study of the French Alps. In this field M. Blanchard has made many 
notable contributions including a model city geography, "Grenoble" (191 1). 
He is also the author of the regional geography "La Flandre" (1906). While 
visiting professor at Harvard he wrote the article "Flanders" for the Geogra- 
phical Review (Vol. 4, 1917). He is joint author with Miss Millicent Todd of 
"Geography of France" a volume primarily written for the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in France. 

Dr. Kindle is paleontologist in charge of invertebrate paleontology. Geological 
Survey of Canada. Previously to this appointment he was associated with 
the Geological Survey of the United States as geologist and paleontologist. 
Dr. Kindle has recently carried out investigations in the Mackenzie River 
Basin, an outcome of which was the paper "The Arrival and Departure of 
Winter Conditions in the Mackenzie River Basin" contributed to the Geogra- 
phical Review, December, 1920. 

Dr. Griffith Taylor, formerly Physiographer in the Commonwealth of Australia 
Bureau of Meteorology, Melbourne, is now associate professor of geography 
in the University of Sydney, N. S. W. He has distinguished himself by 
his fruitful application of climatology to the problems of settlement and 
human adaptation to environment in general. His main publications in 
this field are: "The Control of Settlement by Humidity and Temperature, 
With Special Reference to Australia and the Empire: An Introdiiction to 
Comparative Climatology" (Commonwealth Bur. of Meteorol. Bull. 14, 1916; 
see Geogr. Rev., Vol. 4, 1917, pp. 401-403, and Vol. 5, 1918, p. 86); "The Aus- 
tralian Environment, Especially as Controlled by Rainfall" (Commonwealth 
Advisory Council of Science and Industry Memoir No. i, 1918); "The Climatic 
Control of Australian Production" (Commonwealth Bur. of Meteorol. Bull. 
No. II, 1915, see Geogr. Rev., Vol. i, 1916, p. 396); "Geographical Factors 
Controlling the Settlement of Tropical Australia" (Queensland Geogr. Journ., 
No. 18-19, 1918) reprinted in abridged form in the Review, Vol. 8, 1919. The 
research commenced in "Climatic Cycles and Evolution" (Geogr. Rev., Vol. 8, 
19 19) is continued in the present paper. 

Mr. C. E. P. Brooks is a member of the staff of the British Meteorological Office. 
He is the author of the recently published Geophysical Memoir (M.O. 
220 e) "The Climate and Weather of the Falkland Islands and South Georgia." 
His numerous contributions to the Quarterly Journal of the Royal Meteor- 
ological Society include "Continentality and Temperature" (Vol. 43, 1917 
and Vol. 44, 1918) and "The Secular Variation of Rainfall" (Vol. 45, 1919), 
papers dealing with questions of climatic change.
